An  element 
in  the  Republican  Convention  —  tbt 
llutocraUc  element—  insisted  upon  a 
declaration  m  favor  t.f  gold  mouomet, 
allium,  and  forced  the  adoption  of  a 
plank  upon  the  Convention,  that  “we 
favor  the  maintenance  of  the  present 
gold  standard  and  are  opposed  to  the 
free  coinage  of  silver,  except  by  inter 
national  agreement  for  bimetallism 
with  the  leading  .commercial  nations 
of  the  world.” 

Such  a  money  plank  was  adopted, 
and  from  the  instant  of  its  adoption 
the  decadence  Ami  desiu  teg  ration  of 
the  Republican  party  began.  The 
first  indication  uf  it  was  the  dramatic 
withdrawal  from  it  of  the  Westeru 
»  — t.y  *  ut/v  ’  ol-Wo  rue 

adoption  of  a  currency  measure  that 
was  so  essentially  dishonest.  If  the 
Republican  party  managers  believe  in 
the  gold  standard  as  an  “honest 
money”  measure,  why  did  they  cater 
at  all  to  the  “dishonest”  silverites  by 
*  proposing  to  abandon  “souud  money” 
at  some  future  Line  !  If  the  gold 
standard  is  good,  why  not  stick  to  it 
at  once  and  for  all  time  ?  If  it  is  bad 
why  not  abandon  it  at  once  and  for 
•  all  timet 


Democracy. 

Tbis  is  tbe  Centennial  of  tbe  Dem¬ 
ocratic  party.  In  the  presidential 
campaign  of  1796,  in  which  John 
Adams  and  Thomas  Jefferson  were 
candidates,  the  Democratic  party  that 
ever  since  has  survived  in  this  nation, 
had  its  birth.  George  Washington 
had  been  for  two  terms  the  unani 
moosly  chosen  President  of  the  young 
republic.  Upon  bis  retirement  in¬ 
tense  party  feeling  arose  over  the 
Question  of  Ctntralizaliou  Strong 
Government,  as  upheld  by  the  Fed¬ 
eralists,  Alexander  Hamilton  being 
the  leader,  was  opposed  as  inimical 
to  popular  liberty  by  Thomas  Jeffer¬ 
son  and  his  associates,  Patrick  Henry, 
Samuel  Adams,  George  Clinton  and 
John  Hancock.  They  were  called 
Anti-Federalists  at  first  and  soon  the 
term  Democrat  was  applied  to  them 
as  stigma,  classing  them  with  the 
Jacobins  of  tbs  French  Revolution. 
Tbe  at  first  opprobrious  term  “Dem¬ 
ocrat,”  not  bail  in  itself,  has  clung  to 
tbe  organization  founded  by  Jefferson 
through  evil  and  good  report  down  to 
this  year  1896.  In  the  meantime  the 
Democracy  had  been  in  power  fifty- 
six  years.  It  swifty  buiied  beyond 
resurrection  its  old  time  opponents, 
the  Federalists  and  the  Whigs,  for  the 
reason  that  they  were  sectional  and 
aristocratic  in  their  ideas  of  govern¬ 
ment) 

The  fundamental  temts  of  Dem 
ocracy  as  laid  down  by  Thomas  Jef¬ 
ferson  when  be  became  Piesident  in 
1801  were  :  “equal  and  exact  justice 
to  all  men”  ;  absulute  acquiescence  in 
tbe  decisions  of  tbe  majority,  the 
vital  principle  of  republics,  from 
which  there  is  no  appeal  but  to  force, 
tbe  vital  principle  and  immediate  pa¬ 
rent  of  despotism.” 

These  identical  principles  of  gov¬ 
ernment  have  now  been  forced  to  tbe 
front  again  in  American  politics. 
Beside  them  the  silver  question,  like 
the  negro  slavery  question  in  1860, 
becomes  a  aideiiseue.  Majority  rule 
attacked,  popular  sovereignty  assailed 
by  men  assuming  to  be  upholders  of 
Democracy,  tbe  citadel  of  our  oom 
mon  liberty  is  imperilled.  Patriots

blotted  page  is  not  uniform  in  ap* 
pearunee.  Mure  ink  is  taken  from  the 
lower,  the  more  freshly  written  part, 
than  from  the  more  nearly  dry  writing 
above,  and  so  the  writing  upon  the  low¬ 
er  part  of  tbe  page  is  paler  and  for  that 
reason  it  is  less  legible.  The  blotting 
may  thus  be  a  cause  of  inconvenience  to 
the  recipient  of  the  letter.  His  taste 
may  be  offended  by  a  want  of  uniform¬ 
ity,  of  harmony  in  its  appearance,  and 
the  fact  tliat  the  letter  has  been  blotted, 
that  the  writer  has  hurried  to  get 
through  bis  task,  may  wound  hi*  pride. 

So  we  mustn't  blot  our  letters — -that 
is,  onr  private  letter*— but  by  common 
consent  the  use  of  blotting  paper  is  still
